ng the health, well-being and property of said City and its inhabitants and water 
sers; and 


WHEREAS , in order to procure the necessary funds to pay the cost of 
onstruction and installation of said extensions and additions, it is necessary for 
he City to issue and sell waterworks revenue bonds payable solely out of the 
evenues of said waterworks system, which revenues under the existing schedule 
f rates and charges are insufficient to enable the City to finance the needed exte:i- 
ions and additions; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council now finds that the existing rates and 
harges for the use of and service rendered by the waterworks of said City are 
do low and are insufficient to enable the City to properly operate its waterworks 
lant, provide for depreciation, and finance said extensions and additions; that 
le proposed extensions and additions will improve the service rendered by said 
waterworks system and make the same of greater value to the City, its inhabitant; 
nd water users, and that the existing rates and charges should be increased. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
HE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA:

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SECTION 2. Utility rates and regulations for water services shall 
be determined from time to time as the need may occur by the Board of Public 
Works of the City of Fort Wayne. 


SECTION 3. All ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed; provided, however, that the existing schedule 
of water rates and charges shall remain in full force and effect until the 
schedule of rates and charges fixed by this ordinance shall be approved by 
the Public Service Commission of Indiana, and until such time as the order of 
said Commission approving said new rates and charges shall direct. 

SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from 
and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and legal publication thereof, 
provided, however, that the schedule of rates and charges herein set out shall 
not become effective unless approved by the Public Service Commission of 
Indiana, or until such time as said Commission shall direct.
